BOTHWELL RELIC | 


Mummified Body Not That 
Of Ill-Fated Earl 


ANOTHER COFFIN FOUND 


Research bas proved, that the 
mummified body In a ylass-covered 


coffin, which for 80 years has been 
shuwn to tourists as the remains of 
the Earl of Bothwell, third husband 
of Mary Queen of Scots, Is not that 
of Bothwell, but of an unknown 
man, 


Danish National Museum investi- 
gators have found Bothwell's body in 
another cofling burled beside — the 
body of John Clarke, a Scotsman, 
who was imprisoned with him. 


Bothwell dicd jn 1578, Insane and 
a prisoner, Jn the Castle of Drags- 
holm on the Island of Sceland, now 
part of Copenhagen. He was buried 
Hen Fanrevejie Church, near the cas- 
ec, : 


A coffin, indicated by tradition as 
his, was opened in 1858. From the 
(remains wus taken a portrait, now 
in the museum of the Socicty of 
Antiquaries of Scotland, and hither- 
to believed to be the only authentic 
pleture of Bothwell. 


BURIED ALIVE 


,_ Representations were made last 
November to the Danish Legatlon in 
Lendon by Scottish — antiquarians 
asking that the body believed to be 
that of Bothwell should be returned 
to Scotland, 


A grim feature of the new dis- 
covery is that there are Indications 
that Clarke was buried alive beside 
the dead Earl. 


After the collapse’ of Bothwell's 
forces at Carberry Hil In 1667, ho 
fled to the North, and thence to the 
Shetlands, where he nasembled 4 
fleet of pirates. Me was chased to 
the North Sea and the remains of ifs 
flect went to Norway. 


Bothwell was arrested and sent to 
Denmark. He spent hia remaining 
yeara In prison In Matmo, in Bweden, 
and in Dragsholm.

The packing of the Capsule, 
finished recently at the -fnbora- 
tories of the Westinghouse Lamp 
Division at Bloomfield, N.J., was 
done under the guidance of tho 
United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards. The film was enclosed in 
special circular spun aluminium 
containers, Iincd with rag: ledger 
paper. Tho spools wore wound on 
one-inch cores made .of heavy 
Inboratory glass tubing, Each 
article in the Capsule was wrap- 
ped separately, with a complete 
descriptive label, In 100 per cont 
special permanent rag paper, and 
carefully tied with 
Documents Included were written 
in permanent ink on special paper, 
The relative position of cach 
object in the erypt was chosen ac- 
cording to the welght of the 
object: the heaviest items were 
packed at the bottom, the lightest 
at the top, so that nothing will be 
crushed by the weight of the cen- 
turies, The contents of the crypt 
are preserved in nitrogen, the 
inert gaa that makes up four-fifths 
of the atmosphere. AH oxygen, 
which produces rusting and der 
terloration of metals and mate- 
riajs, has been removed. 

Oflicial witnesses of the packing 
were C, G, Wober, of the Bureau 
of Standards; F. oD. MclHugh, 
Managing Editor of the Setentifie 
American, and Grover Whalen, 
President of the Fair... Their 
signatures, attesting the packing 
nnd nigned in permanent ink on 
special paper, were packed Inst 
into the erypt, before it was sealed 
and inserted In the Cupaloy outer 
sheath of the Capsule. 

Only two books, in the usual 
form, are included in the Capsule.

Book of Record of the ‘Time Cap- 
sule, copies of which will be sent 
next week to libraries and

Nevertheless, with — the 
exception of Japanese photo- 
graphs of troops entering Can- 
ton (already published — ¢x- 
clusively in’ this newspaper), 
these are the first photographs 
to reach the outside world from 
Canton and the only  photo- 
graphs of the fire. In order to 
bring them to Hongkong, 
Camera-man-A, T. Mull journey- 
ed through two provinces anda 
French Colony by land and from 
Fort Bayard to Hongkong by 
sea. Three-quarters of his 
journey were made under extra- 
ordinary diffieulties, the route 
traversed being continually ma- 
chine-gunned and by 
Japanese planes.

Heavy Armament 
8,000-ton Vessels 


Entirely new — details “of 
Britain's latest cruisers are 
published in the official monthly 
organ of the German Admiralty, 
The ships concerned are nine 
units of the Fiji class, 8,000 tons, 
and ten of the Dido class, 5,450 
tons, all of which are building 
or authorised, 


The Fifi type represents a smalicr 
version of the §,000 to 9, 
Southampton = cla: capable 
knots, which are armed with 12 Gin 
guns In triple turrets. According to 
the German uuthority the Fiji and ber 
sisters are also to carry 12 din guns 
on triple mountings. Assuming this 
to be correct, they will rank amonst 
the most heavily-armed crulsera of 
their size in the world. 

OF special interest are the details 
of the Dido class, now released for 
the first time. It had been surmised 
that these ships would be replicas of 
the Arcthuss type, 5,270 tons, which 
has n speed of 3244 Ienots, and curries 
six Gin gun...

Hall Corporation had brought an 
acon against Dr, Duncan Ferguson 
Yuille, of Beverley High-road, Hull, 
to recover 165, Od. for water used In 
his professional practice, 

Mr. J. Boyle, for Hull Corporation, 
sald that fts Water Act laid it down 
that the supply of water for domes- 
tle purposes should not Include the 
aupply for any trade or business. 

Judge Sir R, Mitchell Banks, K.C., 
suld that nobody would claim that 
a doctor in washing his hands or In- 
struments, was using water for other 
than domestic purposes. 

The difficulty in thls case was that

c uccompunied by music, but 
1 important of all ts their home 
training, After yood habits of cor- 
rect standing, sitting, and wallsing. 
are once established very few reo 
minders will be needed, as the right 
positions will be more jiatural to 
the child than the Wrong ones. 


Clothing of the right sort should 
be taken into consideration tn all 
cases, Poor posture muy often be 
made worse by Incorrect clothes, 
Shoulder ¢traps on Waists thot 
cuuse the child to bend forward are 
especially bad, and Ught garters 
may do much harm, IN-fitting: shoes 
are perhaps the most injurious of 
all incorrect clothes.
